candidate  do  you  want  to  win  the 
presidential  election? 

The  results  gave  Eisenhower 
57  per  cent,  Stevenson  33  per  cent, 
undecided  10  per  cent  and  other 
1 per  cent. 

On  some  of  the  southern  cam- 
puses Stevenson  rates  a majority. 
However,  Texas  college  students 
call  themselves  Democrats  but 
favor  Ike. 

A freshman  coed  at  Oklahoma 
State  Teachers  college  puts  it 
this  way,  ‘Tm  a Democrat,  but 
this  election  I’m  for  Ike.  I don’t 
think  we  could  be  any  worse  off 
under  the  Republicans.” 

Many  students  say,  “they  don’t 
want  a military  man  in  the  White 
HoUSe.“  But  other  students  retali- 
ate with,  “It  takes  a military  man 
to  clean  up  the  mess  we’re  in.”

Faculty  Evaluation  Advocated

As  one  of  the  possible  Y's  Ideas,  I would  like 
to  suggest  a continuous  program  of  faculty  evalu- 
ation by  the  students  on  a university-wide  scale. 
Such  a program  should  be  in  harmony  with  Y's 
objective  of  improving  of  academic  standards. 

Among  the  benefits  that  might  accrue  from 
such  a program  are:  (1)  show  student  reaction  to 
teaching  method  and  course  content,  (2)  create 
a systematic  Qhannel  for  constructive  criticism, 
(3)  register  the  apparent  respect  of  instructors 
toward  studentbody  traditions,  such  as  the  Honor 
Code. 


The  actual  evaluation  process  could  be  imple- 
mented through  the  usage  of  standard  forms, 
including  the  criteria  deemed  essential  for  consid- 
eration by  the  studentbody.  An  example  of  faculty 
evaluation  on  this  campus  is  that  carried  out  by 
the  Department  of  Air  Science  and  Tactics. 

A potential  weakness  of  the  evaluation  pro- 
.gram  is  the  tendency  of  students  to  rate  faculty 
members  according  to  popularity,  viz.  giving 
teachers  that  “take  it  easy”  a high  rating,  whereas 
tougher  profs  might  be  penalized  for  their  extra 
efforts. 

Anyway,  the  idea  is  submitted  for  what  it’s 
worth.  . .

All  students  should  keep  their 
counseling  appointnlents  without 
fail,  even  those  who  are  not  plan- 
ning to  return  winter  quarter,  Dr. 

Any  student 
now  enrolled  at  BYU  who  has  not 
trial-registered  in  his  appoint- 
ment period  will  be  subject  to  a 
late  registration  fee.  Registrat'io,n 
will  be  held  December  5 and  6 for 
students  now  enrolled  and  Janu- 
ary 3 for  new  students. 

Fees  for  winter  quarter  are 
now  payable  at  the  Treasurer’s 
office  and  all  students,  especially 
those  who  do  not  like  long  lines, 
are  urged  to  pay  them  .now  to 
avoid  the  last  minute  rush. 

This  new  program  will  help  de- 
termine the  number  of  classes 
needed  so  that  they  can  be  pro- 
vided and  will  also  help  the  un- 
iversity realistically  assist  stu- 
dents in  the  continuation  of  their 
studies.

Last  week,  playgoers  eagerly  attended  the  Speech  department’s 
first  dramatic  production  of  the  year.  As  was  expected,  the  perform- 
ance reached  a higher  degree  of  perfection  than  has  recently  been 
attained  on  the  BYU  stage,  although,  there  were  still  many  imper- 
fections to  distract  the  sensitive  playgoer. 

Especially  appreciated  was  the  general  smoothness  of  the  entire 
production.  The  stage  balance  was  thoughtfully  executed  and  deli- 
cately maintained.  The  lighting  did  not  seem  to  be  as  carefully 
planned,  however,  and  the  audience  was  annoyed  at  times  by  the  fact 
that  the  principal  actors  struggled  in  semi-darkness  while  the  vacant 
section  of  the  stage  was  lighted  brilliantly. 

A new  addition  to  the  faculty.  Professor  Alfred  D.  Sensenback, 
was  the  designer  of  the  noteworthy  set,  which,  although  it  was 
nicely  balanced  and  interestingly  textured,  could  have  been  even 
more  effective  had  it  been  more  simple  in  form. 

Perhaps  the  most  distracting  element  in  the  production  was  the 
general  over-acting.  This  was  especially  noticeable  in  the  first  act. 
A stronger  effect  could  have  been  built  had  the  emotion  been  more 
controlled,  gradually  growing  and  expanding  until  the  climax  was 
reached.  As  it  was,  such  great  emotion  was  exhibited  during  the 
initial  parts  of  the  play  that  it  was  impossible  to  build  a satisfactory 
climax. 

Lael  Woodbury’s  interpretation  of  the  character  of  Hamlet  was 
commendable  for  its  vigor  and  sincerity,  although,  the  emotional 
intensity  for  the  opening  act  could  have  been  effectually  restrained. 
The  richness  of  his  voice  and  the  power  of  his  physical  presence  are 
elements  which  strongly  impress  themselves  upon  the  audience  and 
his  use  of  them  was  extremely  effective.  Especially  enjoyable  were 
his  humorous  scenes. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  production  was  the  characterization 
of  Gertrude,  Queen  of  Denmark,  by  Georgia  C.  Faux.  She  not  only 
showed  insight  and  maturity  but  her  performance  was  one  of  su- 
stained high  quality.  Polonius,  played  by  Ralph  Lundgreen,  was 
delightful.  His  success  in  putting  over  the  humor  In  his  lines  was 
commendable.  Of  a special  note  was  JoAnn  Green’s  characterization 
of  Ophelia.  He  restraint,  mingled  with  freshness  and  extreme  sin- 
cerity was  delightfully  touching.  Although  Nancy  Knudson’s  per- 
formance was  intense, Nit  did  not  show  the  insight  nor  character  de- 
velopment as  did  Miss  Green’s.  The  entire  cast  should  be  compli- 
mented for  the  smoothness  of  the  production. 

Using  background  music,  to  lend  mood  and  to  blend  scenes,  was 
at  times  effective.  At  other  times,  however,  the  romantic  strains  of 
Cesar  Franck  seemed  a bit  inappropriate.

I have  noted  the  letters  in  the  last  two  issues 
of  the  UNIVERSE  complaining  against  prayers 
being  read  in  Devotional  exercises,  and  suggesting 
that  Devotional  speakers  not  be  assigned  subjects. 

Because  of  my  practice  of  bowing  my  head 
and  not  looking  at  the  person  who  leads  us  in 
prayer,  I was  entirely  unaware  of  prayers  being 
read  in  Devotionals.

David  O.  McKay  on  the  theory  that  with  over 
thirty  General  Authorities  speaking  there  might 
be  considerable  duplication  of  subject  matter  if 
specific  subjects  were  not  assigned.  In  each  case, 
however,  the  subject  assigned  is  so  broad  as  not 
to  preclude  the  dictation  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
each  speaker  has  been  told  that  he  may  depart 
from  the  assigned  subject  if  he  desires.  I think 
that  in'  this  way  there  is  full  freedom  for  inspir- 
ation and  revelation  from  the  Holy  Spirit.  Further- 
more, as  President  McKay  stated  during  the  time 
of  assigning  the  subjects,  speakers  may  be  in- 
spired in  their  preparation  just  as  much  as  when 
they  are  on  their  feet. 

You  may  be  sure  that  all  subjects  given  in 
the  UNIVERSE  will  be  given  proper  consideration. 
We  appreciate  the  practice  of  students  in  signing 
their  names,  so  that  we  may  know  the  suggestions 
are  bona  fide.

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Cowboys  Crush  Cougars 

Title  Hopes  Vanish  as  Spaulding 
Sparks  Wyoming  to  24-13  Win

The  Wyoming  Cowboys  staged 
a spirited  second  half  rally  in  the 
Y stadium  Saturday  to  topple  the 
Cougars  24-13  in  a highly  interest- 
ing and  hard  played  gridiron  tilt. 
The  loss  virtually  wiped  out  any 
hope  that  the  Cats  held  for  attain- 
ing the  Skyline  conference  foot- 
ball championship.  It  also  was  the 
first  loss  that  the  Cougars  had 
suffered  on  their  home  field  since 
the  Cowboys  beat  them  48-0  two 
years  ago. 

From  the  opening  kickoff,  the 
two  teams  played  a bone-crush- 
ing, bruising,  and  plenty  rugged 
game.  The  Pokes  were  seeking 
their  third  conference  win  of  the 
season.  The  Cats  were  fighting  to 
add  another  victory  to  their  rec- 
ord. The  result  was  a tooth-and- 
nail  style  battle  with  penalties 
aplenty  being  called  on  both  sides. 

Taking  the  kick-off  from  the 
Punchers,  coach  Chick  Atkinson’s 
charges  began  a march  that  car- 
ried them  to  their  first  touchdown 
with  only  a few  minutes  into*  the 
game.  Elmo  Roundy  rail  the  kick 
back  to  the  Y .48.  Roundy  and 
Bobby  Hamblin  packed  the  pill 
to  the  38  and  Henry  West  fired 
a pass  to  Owen  Skousen  on  the 
Wyoming  37.  Hamblin  and  Reed 
Stolworthy  slammed  through  for 
a first  down  on  the  Cowboy  3. 
Hamblin  boomed  across  the 
chalk-stripe  for  the  tally  and  Jae 
Ballif  booted  the  extra  point. 

At  this  point,  things  looked  rosy 
for  the  Cats.  They  were  playing 
like  the  team  that  Cougar  fans 
had  hoped  to  see  all  season.  The 
line  was  charging,  the  tackling 
was  rough,  the  running  was  hard 
and  powerful  and  the  passing  was 
sharp. 

Later  In  the  first  period,  Wy- 


oming recovered  a Y fumble  on 
the  Cougar  15  and  the  Pokes  had 
a shot  at  pay  dirt.  Their  attem^it 
at  a score  fell  short  after  carrying 
the  ball  to -the  3 only  to  be  called 
back  to  the  18  on  a clipping  pen- 
alty. A fourth  down  pass  failed  to 
make  it  first  and  ten  and  the  ball 
went  into  the  hands  of  BYU. 

A holding  penalty  put  the  Cats 
in  a jackpot  again  a few  moments 
later.  After  being  penalized  to 
their  own  one-yard  stripe.  West- 
over  punted  out  of  bpunds  on  the 
24  to  give  the  Pokes  another  shot 
at  the  goal. 

This  time,  the  visiting  Wrang- 
lers powered'  to  the  18  where  they 
called  a pass  play  on  fourth  down. 
The  pass  fell  short  but  a penalty 
on  the  Y gave  the  Wyomingites  a 
first  and  goal  to  go  on  the  one. 
After  being  stopped  for  two 
downs,  George  Galuska  bulled 
over  for  the  tally.  The  kick  was 
good  and  the  score  was  7-7. 

In  the  second  period,  the  Cou- 
gars put  on  a two-play  drive  that 
carried  them  over  the  Wyoming 
goal  line  for  another  score.  Ballif 
booted  a quick  kick  over  the 
heads  of  the  Wyoming  safety  men 
and  when  one  of  'the  Pokes 
touched  the  ball  as  it  was  bound- 
ing crazily  around  the  field,  Ballif 
covered  the  ball  and  the  Cats  re- 
tained possession.  On  the  next 
play,  quarterback  Henry  West 
fired  a pass  to  Dewey  Brundage 
who.  took  the  ball  on  the  35  and 
ran  all  the  way,  after  shaking  off 
two  tacklers.  Ballif’s  kick  was 
wide  and  the  score  was  13-7  for 
BYU.  Wyoming’s  big  threats. 
Chuck  Spaulding  and  Harry  Gel- 
dien  did  not  see  much  action  in 
the  first- half. 

The  second  half  was  all  Wy- 
oming, although  the  Cats  tried 


hard  to  stay  in  the  contest.  "The 
second  W.U.  touchdown  came  in 
the  third  period  after  being  set 
up  by  a pass  play  that  carried  to 
the  Y 15.  The  pass  was  thrown  to 
Jack  O’Neal  who  had  got  behind 
the  Y safety.  The  sprint  toward 
the  goal  brought  the  crowd  of 
7000  to  its  feet  as  Roundy,  the 
only  Cougar  who  had  a chance 
at  the  ball  carrier,  out-ran  O’Neal 
and  dropped  him  on. the  15.  Three 
plays  later,  the  Cowboys  tied  the 
game  and  Jones!,  kick  put  the 
Pokes  ahead  14-13. 

In  short  order  the  Wyatt- 
coached  lads  scored  again.  On  13 
plays,  the  visiting  Punchers 
marched  88  yards  for  the  score, 
behind  the  powerful  running  of 
Chuck  Spaulding.  Spaulding 
crashed  over  from  the  two  and 
Jones  again  hit  the  uprights  for 
the  extra  point. 

The  remainder  of  the  game’s 
score  came  in  the  closing  mo- 
ments of  the  tilt  when  Jones 
kicked  a field  goal  from  the  Y 
22  for  an  added  _toee  points. 
The  kick  split  the  goal  posts 
from  a difficult  angle.  The  ^score 
stood  at  24-13  when  the  game 
ended.

Pollsters  Comment  About  Korea 


“In  American  politics  it  is  im- 
possible to  achieve  a black  and 
white  situation,”  emphasized  John 
Bernhard,  political  analyst,  and 
former  Brigham  Young  political 
science  instructor,  in  yesterday’s 
public  forum. 

Continuing  he  stated,  “We 
choose  between  shades  of  grey, 
that  grey  which  is  most' becoming 
to  us.” 

In  a nonpartisan  comparison  of 
the  two  major  political  parties, 
Mr.  Bernhard  quoted  statements 
of  Stevenson  and  Eisenhower  as 
representations  of  their  plat- 
forms. “I  am  not  going  out  on  the 
limb,  I leave  that  to  your  evalua- 
tion and  judgment.  I do  hope  that 
the  winner  is  a good  man.”  he 
commented. 

Evaluating  the  thinking  ability 
of  most  Americans,  he  stated, 
“the  political  memory  of  most 
muddled  Americans  is  very 
short,”  and  “no  man  in  politics  is 
the  knave  or  wretch  his  opponent

It  is  informative  to  know  that  the  field  of  a 
student’s  study  (Fine  Arts,  ROTC,  Home  Eco- 
nomics) made  little  difference  on  the  average 
opinion,  though  practically  none  of  the  ROTC  stu- 
dents favored  withdrawal,  whereas  15  per  cent 
of  the  Home  Economics  girls  wanted  to  quit. 

Korean  veterans  on  the  Y campus  took  an 
“either  or”  attitude.  About  half  favored  with- 
drawal, while  half  favored  a major  attack. 

According  to  this  survey  about  72  per  cent  of 
Y students  think  aggressive  action  is  the  solution 
to  the  Korean  stalemate.  These  students  would 
probably  like  Governor  Stevenson’s  words,  “How 
long  can  we  keep  on  fighting  in  Korea,  paying 
high  taxes,  helping  others  to  help  ourselves? 
’There  is  only  one  answer — we  can  keep  it  up  as 
long  as  we  have  to  and  we  will.”
